The world premiere of a new Nor¬ 
wegian opera, several new ballets 
and numerous concerts commem¬ 
orating the centennials of Finland’s 
Jean Sibelius and Denmark’s Carl 
Nielsen are among the many unique 
features included in the 125 different 
programs of the 26-day Scandinavian 
Festival wMch begins May 15 The 
Berlin Philramonic Orchestra and 
the Cleveland Orchestra lead the 
long list of guest performers who 
| will join with Scandinavia’s leading 
talents in this year’s festival series. 

The Scandinavian Festival consists 
of these coordinated events: the 
Royal Danish Ballet and Music Fest¬ 
ival in Copenhagen, May 15-June 9; 
the Sibelius Festival in Helsinki, May 
15-June 4, and the Bergen Interna¬ 
tional Festival in Bergen, Norway, 
May 19-June 5. The Stockholm Fest¬ 
ival, which formerly took place in 
June is September 1-14 this year, 
but visitors who include Stockholm 
in their spring festival circuit will 
find the regular season’s opera, bal¬ 
let and dram performances still 
available. 

The new opera is the three-act 
“Jeppe” by the Norwegian com¬ 
poser Geirr Tveitt and is based on 
the comedy, “Jeppe on the Hill,” by 
Ludwig Holberg, “Scandinavia’s 
Moliere” and a native son of Bergen, 
where the opera will be introduced 
on May 31. 

Helsinki, followed by Bergen, will 
present new ballets based on Sibelius 
music by the Danish Choreographer 
Harald Lander. The first is “King 
Christian H” and the other, “Sib¬ 
elius Gala,” combine excerpts from 
several works to form a cavalcade 
of the Finnish composer’s music. 

Score of concerts throughout Scan¬ 
dinavia will pay tribue to Denmark’s 
greatest composer, Carl Nielsen, and 
to Sibelius, both of whom were born 
100 years ago. In Copenhagen, Niel¬ 
sen’s opera, “Saul and David,” will 
be staged at the Royal Theatre. His 
symphonies will be played by num¬ 
erous groups in the Danish capital 
and in Odense, on the island of 
Funen, where he began his musical 
career. 

The festival programs include 
many other items Of unusual inter¬ 
est, Copenhagen, for example, will 
present an authentic Russian version 
of “Swan Lake” for wMch the Royal 
Danish Ballet trained under Mme. 
Nina Anissimova, noted Russian bal¬ 
let producer, and Xenia Ter-Stepan- 
ova, principal teacher of the Vaga¬ 
nova School in Leningrad. A new 
Danish ballet, “The Private Lesson,” 


based on a play by Eugene Ionesco, 
also will be presented. Operas in¬ 
clude Puccini’s one-act “II Tabarro,” 
composed in the years around World 
War I, and Kurt Weill’s “Mahogany” 
which describes life in a colony 
where poverty is the only crime. 
The long-running Danish hit musical, 
“Teenager Love,” wMch has attract¬ 
ed world attention, also will be seen, j 
and the finals of the Nicolai Malko 
[international Competition for Young 
Conductors takes place May 19. 

In Helsinki, Finland’s President, 
Urho Kekkonen, will open the Sib¬ 
elius Festival on May 15, and Jussi 
Jalas, Sibelius’ son-in-law, will con¬ 
duct the Finnish Radio Symphony 
Orchestra in the first fo the many 
tributes to Sibelius. The next day, 
Herbert von Karajan, conducting 
the Berlin PMlharmonic, will be the 
first of the foreign musicians joining 
the salute. New music by other 
Finnish composers also will be heard 
at the festival. 

Bergen’s varied representation of 
Scandinavian and other international 
talents includes the Finnish National 
Opera’s production of Gershwin’s 
“Porgy and Bess,” wMch, because 
of only recently relaxed copyright 
restrictions, is the first non-Ameri¬ 
can production in Europe. O’Neill’s 
“Emperor Jones,” with the Ameri¬ 
can Negro, Earle Hyman, in the 
title role, will be staged by Det 
Norske Teatret of Oslo, and intimate 
recitals of Edward Grieg’s works, 
to whom much of the Bergen Festi¬ 
val is dedicated, will be given at his 
home, Troldhaugen, using Ms own 
piano.

Children and Seamen 
Forge Bonds Through 
“Ship Adoption 

Norwegian newspapers often report 
activities connected with the so- 
called Ship Adoption plan. Operated 
by the Norwegian Shipowners Associ¬ 
ation, Norsk Skipadopsjon is a two- 
way scheme for maintaining close 
bonds between school Children and 
seamen on their “adopted” ships 
roaming the Seven Seas. Hundreds 
of airmailed class bulletins bring 
cherished bits of local and school 
news to homesick seamen. In ex¬ 
change, the latter send exotic gifts 
from far-off lands. When merchant 
ships make their infrequent calls at 
Norwegian ports, children are in¬ 
vited aboard for refreshments and 
briefings. K that is not feasible, 
Officers call at schools to give talks 
on their experiences. The import¬ 
ance of the Ship Adoption plan as a 
morale building factor is generally 
recognized. It also helps to per¬ 
suade youngsters hat Norwegian 
merchant shipping offers a well paid 
career. 

A Sizeable Membership 

The idea of establishing such 
intimate contacts between school 
children ancf seamen originated in 
England in the middle 1930’s. Soon 
classes and crews were engaged in 
a mutually useful exchange of letters 
and presents. The potentialities of 
the program impressed Norwegian 
ship owner Knut Utstein Kloster. On 
January 6th, 1939, he was named 
chairman of a committee set up by 
the Norwegian Shipowners Associa¬ 
tion to alnuch a similar project, in 
co-operation with three national 
organizations of school teachers and 
the Norwegian Journal of Commerce 
and Shipping. Within a year, the 
Committee had established contact 
between 50 schools and as many 
Norwegian merchant vessels. Then 
came the German invasion, which 
put a stop to the work. It was re¬ 
sumed after the war, again on the 
initiative of Mr. Kloster. This time 
it was decided to set up a separate 
office, Norsk Skipsadopsjon, to pro¬ 
vide guidance and assistance to 
schools interested in the ship adop¬ 
tion plan, and also to handle the 
exchange of news bulletins and gifts. 
Under the capable leadership of 
Magne Graff, “Mr. Ship Adoption,” 
the program has grown at a rapid 
pace. 

At the present time, no fewer than 
450 Norwegian ships and as many 
schools back home are part of the 
Ship Adoption program, with a long 
waiting list of others that would like 
to join. Among the participants are 
classes at elementary as well as 
secondary schools, and even a few 
at teachers’ schools. Some classes 
drop out, from time to time, but 
others take their place. Since the 
program was initiated, 920 schools 
have had adoption ships. 

School principals and teachers are 
regularly briefed on how to develop 
and maintain such class projects. 
An adoption paper, prepared for 
each ship, sets forth the mutual 
privileges and obligations. Written 
in elaborate chancery style, this 
document is duly signed and sealed 
by the ship master and the school 
principal directly concerned. 

Through their correspondence with 
seamen, school children learn about 
shipping and its vital importance 
to the Norwegian economy. They 
use data on navigation and cargoes 
as part of their arithmetic studies. 
Much information is also acquired 
about economic geography and life 
in foreign lands. The Ship Adop¬ 
tion thus opens a window to the rets 
of the world.

In the past we had many 
requests for ideas in regards to 
various types of activities for our 
teenagers. As you all know, we 
have organized afternoon dances 
every second Saturday in the 
Nordic Room between 2:00 and 4:00 
p.m. These dances were “super¬ 
vised” by Mr. Knut Svidal and 
Mrs. Amdam, but the attendance 
in the start was very poor. Later 
during the winter months, we had 
30 - 40 swinging Teenagers at these 
“hops,” where they were twisting 
and shimmying to the “Noise and 
Tunes” of the Reptiles Who unfort¬ 
unately couldn’t keep the contract 
to play in the afternoon any longer 
due to some of the boys from the 
band who were committed to other 
work. 

Last Saturday, April 10th we 
organized the first dance with the 
CHED sponsored band “The Vir¬ 
tues” on the bandstand. These boys 
are one of the up and coming top 
bands for this type of music. They 
brought a singer along and also had 
Ray Short there who is on the 
announcing and promotion staff with 
CHED. 

In February the Director Mr. W. 
Halldorson held a meeting with Mrs. 
Amdam and myself, where we de¬ 
cided to continue the TEEN-HOPS 
and at that meeting we formed The 
Scandinavian Centre Teen Society as 
a separate Charter (no bylaws have 
been set up as yet). But it was 
decided that $1.00 single member¬ 
ship or $2.00 family memberships 
(which means families with more 
than two teenagers) were to initiate 
our new organization and with such 
low annual dues, we feel that it 
gives all Scandinavian Teen-agers 
an individual sense of belonging to 
their own co-operative Society with 
perhaps many other good plans for 
activities in the more cultural field. 
It is our hope that we have the 
parents full trust and co-operation 
in these functions at our beautiful 
Centre. We will have an evening 
dance on Thursday, May 20th, see 
the Ad in this paper. See you 
then.

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Anti-Smoking Clinic 
Held In Oslo 

Social Affairs Minister Olav 
Gjaerevoll attended the opening of 
a 5-day anti-smoking clinic recently 
held in Oslo for some 200 partici¬ 
pants. It was arranged by Norwe¬ 
gian Abstinence Federation, which 
sponsored a similar group therapy 
session for smokers at Hamar in 
May, 1964. (See “News of Norway,” 
Vol. 21, No. 23). 

The result of the latter venture 
was encouraging. Of the 31 who 
completed the 5-day course, 24 had 
mustered sufficient will-power to 
quit smoking. A later check-up 
indicated that about 60% were still 
off cigarettes. 

Dr. Willy Jordahl and Rev. Paul 
Frivold, who conducted the Oslo 
clinic, emphasize that the basic 
objective of the treatment is to 
develop motivation for breaking the 
deep-grained nicotine habit. The 
method, patterned after American 
principles, is strictly educational. 
As an exception to this general rule, 
it also includes a documentary film 
showing a cancer operation. The 
main stress is on providing emo¬ 
tional props for cigarette slaves who 
really want to quit the evil weed 
for good.

Easter Exodus 
As Big As Ever 

Norwegians towns were pretty de¬ 
serted last week as hundreds of 
thousands took advantage of the 
long Easter holidays to ski in the 
mountains. A sizeable number of 
East Norwegians motorists crossed 
the border for shopping sprees in 
Sweden. For the minority that 
stayed in town, there were church 
services, sacred concerts, and sight¬ 
seeing tours to shrines. Easter 
services were also held at scores 
of mountain resort sand open-air 
chapels. 

Fog and exceptionally heavy snow 
fall, followed by rain, made for 
poor skiing conditions in most parts 
Of East Norway. Nevertheless, all 
mountain resorts and hostels were 
packed by Easter vacationers. As 
of last Saturday, no serious acci¬ 
dents had been reported and not a 
single skie rwas lost in the moun¬ 
tain wilderness. Just in case, the 
Mountain Rescue Corps of Norwe¬ 
gian Red Cross had mobilized some 
8,000 rescue volunteers. At their 
disposal was an elaborate telecom- 
rmmications system and trained 
avalanche dogs. Ambulance heli¬ 
copters were ready for action if 
needed.

U.S. Shipping 
Restrictions 
Deplored... 

Norwegian sMpowner Tom Wilhel- 
sen recently warned that sMpping 
companies would have to discon¬ 
tinue or radicall yalter their liner 
services on U.S.A., unless Ameri¬ 
can sMpping policies are changed 
witMn a reasonable time. Addres¬ 
sing the Norwegian - American 
Chamber of Commerce in Oslo, he 
suggested there was some hope of 
a change in U.S.A.s cargo prefer¬ 
ence and subsidy policies. 

Mr. Wilhelmsen stressed that Nor¬ 
wegian sMpping is ready to com¬ 
pete on equal terms in order to 
mamtain its position. “If we are 
unable to do that,” he said, “we 
shall have no claim on servicing 
American liner trades. What we 
object to and resist is to. be knock¬ 
ed out by a regulation and discrim¬ 
ination policy that is not in the 
interest of the UMted Staes, com¬ 
merce, or he liner companies.’ 

Mr. Wilhelmsen said sMpping is 
very concerned about the U.S. trend 
toward regulation of freight rates, 
because of the broader perspectives 
that it might entail. It would mark 
another step in the direction of mak¬ 
ing liner service in U.S.A. a com¬ 
pletely regulated industry. And 
that would have a contagious ef¬ 
fect throughout the world. Liner 
service would thus become a public 
utility, designed to serve the Inter¬ 
ests of commerce. Such a develop¬ 
ment would lad to rigid and un¬ 
economical conditions, with poor 
service for sMpping customers. 


I f you’re willing to believe that 
Scandinavians are very much like 
Canadians then a quick look at this 
year’s calendar of events should 
convinc eyou that Scandinavians can 
be as much of a year-round attrac¬ 
tion for you as it is for Danes, 
Finns, Norwegians and Swedes. 
The logic behind this argument is 
that: Scandinavians won’t buy any¬ 
thing you won’t, an dif these events 
are winning the love of large 
audiences in December as well as in 
May, they ought to he worthy of 
your attention then, too. 

For example, everybody likes 
entertainment. Some like it serious, 
some like it light. Scandinavia of¬ 
fers both throughout the year, with 
the main music and drama season 
running from September into June. 
Thus, in Denmark, you have the 
choice of the Royal Theatre’s ballet, 
opera and drama programs, alter¬ 
nating almost daily, and the Na¬ 
tional Radio Symphony Orchestra 
in its Thursday evening and Sunday 
afternoon concerts. 

In Helsinki, the Finnish Radio 
Symphony Orchestra gives Tuesday 
evernng concerts, while the Helsinki 
City Symphony also performs week¬ 
ly. Finland’s National Opera offers 
ballet as well as opera, and the 
National Theatre stages both Fin- 
Msh classics and Finnish versions 
of contemporary foreign plays. 

In Norway, the Bergen Symphony 
Orchestra, wMch is celebrating its 
two-hundredth birthday, gives Tues¬ 
day evening concerts, and the Oslo 
PMlharmomc plays weekly, usually 
Wednesday, Thursday or Friday. 
The Norwegian Opera and various 
dramatic groups also perform. 

Sweden enjoys its famed Royal 
Dramatic Theatre, managed by Ing¬ 
mar Bergman, in frequent perform¬ 
ances, and has conceits by leading 
orchestras in Stockholm, Gothen¬ 
burg, Malmo, Helsingborg and else¬ 
where. 

When the regular season ends, 
it’s Scandinavian Festival time, 
with the Royal Danish Ballet and 
Music Festival, May 15 - June 9, in 
Copenhagen; the Sibelius Festival, 
May 15 - June 4, in Helsinki, and 
the Bergen International Festival 
May 19 - June 5 in Bergen Norway. 

From then until the Stockholm 
Festival, September 1 - 14, opens 
the regular season again, Scandin¬ 
avia’s open-air summer theatres are 
active. Denmark re-enacts scenes 


from its Viking history, June 19 - 
July 4; the imique revolving ampM- 
theatre a Tampere, Finland, pre¬ 
sents drama from June 15 to 
August 15; Norway offers an Inter¬ 
national Jazz Festival at Molde, 
July 29 - August 1, and Sweden 
presents a miracle play in the 
medieval cathedral ruins of Visby, 
on the island of Gotland, July 7 - 
August 28. 

Throughout the year, various 
celebrations give visitors intimate 
glimpses of Scandinavian life and 
folklore. In Finland, on February 
5, student parades and oher festiv¬ 
ities honor Johan Ludvig Runeberg, 
Finland’s national poet. April 30 
in Sweden and Finland is Walpurgis 
Night, heralding spring with bon¬ 
fires and student merrymaking. 
Norway celebrates its Constitution 
Day on May 17 with parades of 
gaily dressed school children and 
uMversity students. Denmark 
holds one of the world’s biggest 
celebrations of American Independ¬ 
ence Day on July 4, at Rebild. 
Throughout the four countries, Mid¬ 
summer — the longest day of the 
year — is the occasion for much 
fun. It’s observed on June 23 in 
Denmark and Norway, and on June 
25 in Finland and Sweden. 

The sports enthusiast, whether 
spectator or active participant, also 
finds much all year. The soccer 
season is March - June and Septem¬ 
ber - November. Horse racing is 
March - December. The winter 
sports season is mid-December to 
April. Golf is mainly May - Octo¬ 
ber, although some courses are open 
all year. The major yachting 
events are in July, and international 
sea fisMng festivals take place in 
August. 

Shopping, too, is a major event 
in Scandinavia, particularly because 
of the importance of Scandinavian 
design. The Scandinavian Design 
Cavalcade introduces the latest 
creations in arts and crafts in all 
four capitals in October, and design 
also is featured at the Darnsh Tex¬ 
tiles Export Fair, March 12 - 16; 
the Swedish Industries Fair, May 7 
to 16, the Finnish Trade Fair, 
September 17 -- 26 and at other 
exMbits.

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New Device Seen 
Effective In Controlling 
Air Pollution 

STOCKHOLM — Swedish engineer 
Allan Aronsohn’s new invention 
has great promise for future gener¬ 
ations around the world, experts 
say. It will enable them to breathe 
easier — literally and figuratively. 

Air pollution is Aronsohn’s target 
To meet the hrea rapidly growing in 
highly auomotive and industrialized 
areas, he has designed a ceramic 
exhaust burner to cheek the man¬ 
made plague. It renders harmless 
toxic carbon monoxide fumes. The 
burner can be adapted to motor 
vehicles, heating plants, factories 
and other sources of air contamin¬ 
ation and is designed as a relatively 
low-cost item. Aronsohn’s concept 
recenly won a silver medal at the 
Fourteenth International Inventor’s 
Fair in Brussels. 

Researchers have been working on 
th air pollution problem for many 
years. Two previously established 
principles provided the basis for the 
Swedish technician’s work. By 
combining them, and reducing sizes 
he developed the exhaust burner 
which can easily be installed on 
practically any car. 

The burner is cylindrical, about 
14 inches long, with a diameter of 
about five inches. The automobile 
version is installed in the vehicle’s 
exhaust system. 

Fumes to be exhausted are con¬ 
ducted into a special chamber 
which has walls and a dispersion 
cone made of ceramic material. 
The ceramic functions as a catalyst 
an din so doing, eliminates toxic 
gases. After cooling, waste gas is 
discharged through the traditional 
exhaus system. 

Inventor Aronsohn estimates the 
burner will cost 20 - 40 dollars to 
produce.
